QUESTION NO. 1 
Proposed Amendment To The Constitution 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment 
to the Constitution summarized below, which was 
approved by the General Court in joint sessions of 
the House of Representatives and Senate on May 
28, 1975, by a vote of 220-53, and on September 7, 
1977, by a vote of 243-20? (Yes—No) 


Summary: The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment would permit the Legislature to establish as 
many as four different classes of real property for 
tax purposes. Property in any one class would be 
required to be assessed, rated and taxed propor- 
tionately but property in different classes could be 
assessed, rated and taxed differently.

Under the federal 
Standards, residence is based upon where a person 
spends most of his or her time whereas under pres- 
ent state standards residence is based upon legal 
domicile. The standards would be subject to any 
exceptions which the Legislature might enact.

Summary: The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment would give the Legislature the power to 
establish a different method of property taxation 
for land which is used for recreational purposes 
and for land preserved in its natural state.

BILLERICA HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission is pleased to 
submit this report of activity during 1978. The 
Commission meets regularly on the first Wednesday 
of each month, and at such other times as the need 
arises. 


We can report final completion of restoration of the 
central pier and west abutment of the Shawsheen 
Aqueduct of the Middlesex Canal, with funds 
awarded to the town in 1975 under the Community 
Block Development Program. Relocation of the 
main trunk sewer line, from its originally proposed 
location in the river bed to pass west of the Aque- 
duct through extant embarkments of the Caial it- 
self, was finally completed and regraded in July. 
We were able to schedule final site improvements: 
access steps, a site marker, protective fencing, and 
minimal planting, by mid-September. Work was 
completed and the final bill approved December 6. 
This historic landmark is doubly recognized, by 
the National Register of Historic Places and by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers. Hopefully, it 
will now be both adequately protected and accessi- 
ble to view by visiting historians for another gener- 
ation or two. 


In the first several months, we discussed the feasi- 
bility of funding a program of rehabilitation and 
revitalization in the North Billerica Mill Village, 
meeting with representatives of the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission, the Board of Select- 
men, and David Scott Associates. We were en- 
couraged to submit a preliminary proposal for 
possible inclusion in this year’s application for 
funds in the Community Block Development 
program, but finally asked that it be withdrawn. 
Since that time, two more buildings in the Village: 
the John Mixer house (1827) and Jones and Fos- 
ter’s store (ca. 1870) have been lost to vandalism 
and fire. It is of passing interest that the date of 
the John Mixer house was precisely known. Copy 
of a community subscription list for building it, 
to replace his earlier house destroyed by fire, is 
in the archives of the Billerica Historical Society.

Time will tell if 
the hard work that was put into the Growth Policy 
Report will eventually help the Town of Billerica.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission serves 
the nine communities in the Northern Middlesex 
Area (Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, 
Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and 
Westford) as their comprehensive regional planning 
agency. The NMAC Commissioners, numbering 
three from each community, (one member of the 
planning board, one selectman/city councillor, and 
one alternate) provide local representation and 
policy guidance to the Commission’s staff of 
professional planners and technicians. 


The Commission meets monthly (usually on the 
third Wednesday evening) at its offices, located 
at 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell (telephone 
454-8021). The public is welcomed and invited 
to attend. 


Major planning efforts and progress in the past year 
include: 
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Housing 


During 1978 NMAC’s Areawide Housing Opportun- 
ity Plan (AHOP) was adopted by the Commission 
and endorsed by eight of NMAC communities. The 
AHOP documents housing needs for the area by 
community and is currently being used by 
communities in the preparation of housing assis- 
tance plans. In addition to the extensive technical 
assistance provided to local housing authorities and 
other local officials, NMAC continued to gather the 
data necessary to satisfy the many requests for 
current housing information coming to the agency 
from public and private sources. An advisory 
committee consisting of local housing authority 
members, builders, tenants, bankers and minori- 
ties was consulted throughout the drafting of the 
Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan. 


Economic Development 


During 1978 the Commission updated its Overall 
Economic Development Plan for the Northern 
Middlesex Area. Through its Overall Economic 
Development Committee, NMAC hopes to secure 
official designation as an Economic Development 
District. Obtaining this designation would place 
the region in a competitively advantageous position 
for receiving Federal financial assistance for econ- 
omic development projects. 


Transportation 


In cooperation with the State’s Department of 
Public Works, the Lowell Regional Transit Author- 
ity and the Commonwealth’s Executive Office 
of Transportation and Construction, NMAC con- 
tinued to conduct a vigorous, comprehensive 
transportation planning program for the region. 
The final draft of NMAC’s Comprehensive Trans- 
portation Plan, detailing long and short range im- 
provements to the area’s transportation system, 
was completed this year. This Plan will provide a 
continuing framework for future transportation 
planning and implementation efforts in the North- 
ern Middlesex Area. 


With respect to the region’s highway system, the 
Commission’s major efforts included completing 
the Billerica Center Bypass Corridor Planning Study, 
substantial progress on the Merrimack River Cross- 
ing Corridor Planning Study, and designing a model 
of the existing transportation system which will 
facilitate forecasting the impact of future altera- 
tions in transportation activities within the region. 


The Commission also completed a number of 
transit studies in addition to continuing planning 
assistance to the Lowell Regional Transit Authority. 
Commission staff completed reports on a Transit 
System Inventory, outlining ridership, revenue, ex- 
pense figures and the like for area bus operators, 
and on a Service Permits and Licenses Study, 
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detailing route permits currently held by local 
bus operators. Work continued on a paratransit 
study, dealing with methods to provide additional 
transit services to the transit dependent elderly and 
handicapped and indicates the best methods of 
coordinating these services. 


Environment 


During 1978 the Commission continued to be in- 
volved in a number of program areas designed to im- 
prove the region’s physical and manmade environ- 
ment. As in recent years, the major focus in this 
area remained the completion of a wastewater 
management study for the Lowell metropolitan area 
under Section 208 of the 1972 Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act Amendments. Within the past 
year, technical work on that study was completed 
and staff is in the process of writing the final plan 
alternatives. Related efforts within the past year 
in this area also include the completion of water 
quality assessments for Pepperell and Dunstable, 
the undertaking of a Merrimack River Watershed 
Greenbelt Program in cooperation with the Merri- 
mack Valley Planning Commission and the Merri- 
mack River Watershed Association, sponsorship 
of a seminar with the two groups on land use 
development and its relation to septic tank regu- 
lations, and continued assistance on Nutting Lake 
restoration. 


Outside of the water quality improvements efforts, 
the Commission also concerned itself with other 
efforts designed to improve the region’s environ- 
ment. The Commission received a grant from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission for a study 
of the preservation of open space and recreational 
development of the Middlesex Canal. In addition, 
work neared completion on a historical preserva- 
tion study of the region, detailing architectural 
styles and variations in each community and making 
recommendations for the preservation of significant 
sites. 


Comprehensive Planning 


Because NMAC is a ‘“‘comprehensive”’ regional plan- 
ing agency, it is the Commission’s overall concern 
and responsibility to assure that its plans are based 
upon full recognition of all relevant significant 
social, economic, and physical considerations. A 
practical expression of the Commission’s recogni- 
tion of this responsibility is the fact that NMAC 
serves as the region’s Federally-designated ‘“A-95 
Clearinghouse’’. In that capacity, the Commission 
reviews requests for Federal funding of projects in 
the area to insure consistency with areawide plans 
and goals. The result of this process is that by pro- 
viding an advisory opinion on such grant applica- 
tions, which are forwarded to the various Federal 
funding agencies, these requests for Federal assis- 
tance are further strengthened. In a similar manner, 


NMAC also reviews projects subject to the Mass- 
achusetts Environmental Policy Act. 


The Commission’s involvement in the Center Devel- 
opment Program also reflects NMAC’s comprehen- 
sive regional planning concerns. Acting in coopera- 
tion with local boards and citizen groups, NMAC 
applied a screening process to identify older centers 
targeted for revitalization and programs are under- 
way in Westford, Chelmsford and Dracut. Under a 
Farmers Home Administration special program, 
the centers of Pepperell and Tyngsborough have 
also been singled out for revitalization. 


Technical Assistance 


Technical assistance in relating regional planning 
to local needs and current issues is a major objec- 
tive of the Commission and extensive assistance in 
preparing by law revisions, documenting Federal 
and State grant applications, and advising on nu- 
merous problems from traffic to personnel manage- 
ment is offered by the Commission. 


Budget 


During the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1978, 
the Commission expended $403,184. The local 
share raised by assessments on the nine member 
communities was $60,000. The balance was con- 
tributed by the following sources: the Federal 
Urban Mass Transportation Administration; the 
Environmental Protection Agency; the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development; the 
Bureau of the Census; the Commonwealth’s De- 
partment of Public Works (with the Federal High- 
way Administration); the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission; the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering; the Department of Community 
Affairs (with the U.S. Civil Service Commission); 
the Billerica Conservation Commission (with U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency); and the Lowell 
CETA Consortium. 


The budget for fiscal year 1979 is $354,898, of 
which $60,000 was raised from local assessments.

The Billerica Housing Authority has completed its 
tenth year in the Management Phase of its Housing 
for the Elderly Project 667-1 consisting of 64 units 
on 13 River Street in Billerica. 


A new project 667-2 of 74 units for Elderly and 6 
for Handicapped residents is about half way to 
completion with a target date of October for 
occupancy. 


The Brown House repairs are continuing and upon 
completion will provide the town’s Senior Citizens 
with a spacious and modernized Drop-In Center. 


One hundred units of Family Housing, A Turnkey 
Project, for which the paperwork is being completed 
will be our next project out for bid. 


Our refurbishing program has resulted in the 
repainting of all hallways in the present apartments, 
nearly every apartment has been repainted, the 
brick work has been repointed and the wrought 
iron has been sanded and repainted. 


Updating of the fire alarm system in 667-1 will 
soon go out for bid. 


Chapter 705 Houses and the Section 8 Subsidized 
Rental Program are still at maximum use. 


We have applied for additional Section 8 Housing 
and are hopeful of receiving more units.

The report of the Planning Board for the Town of 
Billerica for the year ending December 31, 1978 
follows: 


During the 1978 year, the Planning Board while 
undergoing some significant changes has spent a 
majority of its working time dealing with the 
problems and management of older subdivisions 
still under its control. During the year, only one 
new subdivision proposal was presented to the 
Planning Board. It was presented in its preliminary 
stages and after comment and observation by the 
Planning Board it was returned to the developer. 
This plan has not been resubmitted to date. 


In the spring of the year, the Town elections

brought two new members to the Board. William 
G. Greene, Jr. and John S. Fowler were elected 
to fill two of the vacancies created. Paul C. Kilian 
was elected to fill the unexpired term to which he 
had been previously appointed. The spring also 
brought a reorganization of the Board with Paul 
C. Kilian elected Chairman, Ralph McDonald 
elected Vice Chairman, and Joseph Bly Secretary. 


The Board has spent many hours dealing with the 
problems created by the developer’s default in the 
“Turnpike Acres’ subdivision. During the year 
1977, the Board seized the bond from the developer 
and we have spent many working hours with the 
Town Engineer, Ralph Bacon, in an attempt to 
come up with a bid and specifications package 
for the remaining work to be done in “Turnpike 
Acres”. It is sincerely hoped that by the time this 
report is published the bid package will be complete 
and hopefully work will begin in the spring of 
1979. The other major residential subdivisions in 
the Town requiring effort by the Planning Board 
includes ‘Trotting Horse Park, Old North Hill, and 
Yorkshire Estates’’. 


The annual Town Meeting in the spring also brought 
about the culmination of the Board’s efforts at 
rewritting the Zoning By-Laws to comply with 
Chapter 808 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


While the number of residential subdivisions 
currently in the active state is gradually decreasing, 
the number of industrial subdivisions in the Town 
is rapidly growing. It is anticipated that this area 
will continue to grow due to the many undeveloped 
acres of industrial land still remaining within the 
Town and located within easy reach of major 
highways. 

In this coming year, it is the hope of the Board that 
the “Topics”? program currently being worked on 
by Dan Powers of the Engineering Department and 
which has received the full-fledged endorsement of 
the Planning Board can be implemented in the 
Town of Billerica. Due to the vast increase of pop- 
ulation in the Town in our residential subdivisions 
over the last 15 years, the resulting traffic problems 
created are showing their effect in the center of 
Town. 


The Planning Board thanks all the Town Boards 
and individuals who participated with and aided us 
in our efforts during the current year.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSION 


In addition to the routine maintenance of the six 
Town cemeteries, the Cemetery Department con- 
tinued its limited Fox Hill Cemetery expansion 
program. 


The improvement in the general appearance of the 
cemeteries is the result of the formation of a more 
professional staff, of adequate size, which is more 
properly equipped to perform the increased work- 
load imposed by the rapid growth of our com- 
munity. 


During the 1978 Fiscal Year, $31,916 was turned 
over to the Town Treasurer as payments for the 
sale of lots, for Perpetual Care, and for openings 
for 127 burials. The recent increase in payments 
resulted mainly from the increased sale of lots after 
the opening of the new G-section at the Fox Hill 
Cemetery, as well as an adjustment in price sche- 
dule, based on a recent survey. The reinvestment of 
Perpetual Care Funds has increased the interest 
available by approximately 35% annually, with 
the principal account increased to $237,578. 


We wish to thank our employees for their devotion 
to their work, especially to Charles Faria our 
provisional Superintendent of the Department. 


Thanks is also extended to the Other Town Depart- 
ments and Officials as well as the volunteer organ- 
izations, who assisted us during the year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


During 1978 the Board of Health expanded to 
give Billerica citizens a more complete health care 
program and gradual improvement of area condi- 
tions. 


Much of the activity this year has been in the area 
of inspection and policy enforcement, resulting in 
a-number of court cases. Accomplishments included 
the construction of the Fardon Street interceptor. 
The Beaver Place/Bear Hill Road drainage problem 
was studied and with the cooperation of the Select- 
men assigning Richard Bento, Engineering Depart- 
ment, construction will start in the spring. There is 
a continuing problem with failing sanitary systems, 
illegal refuse accumulations, and inadequate housing 
facilities. The Health Department is reviewing solu- 
tions to solid waste disposal. Regionialization of 
solid waste disposal will be very costly, and could 
cost the Town $500,000 per year, if the Town is 
forced into the program. 


Mr. Robert Rimbach, the Billerica Sanitarian con- 
ducted his usual routine inspections of food hand- 
ling establishments with bacterial swabs taken as 
required. Periodic milk samples are tested for 
conformance to State Standards. Plans and con- 
struction of new restaurants and markets were 
reviewed and approval before permits were issued.

Special inspections were made in food establish- 
ments which were involved in fires, general condi- 
tions are observed monthly and more often as 
needed to assure proper, clean and healthy opera- 
tions. 


Costs for septage disposal through the MDC were 
raised to approximately $65,000 and arrangements 
were made with the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
Commission for disposal of Billerica septage in the 
large treatment plant in North Andover at a saving 
to the Town of $42,000 per year. 


In the Health field the Lowell Visiting Nurse 
Association has taken over certain cases on home 
nursing care. Through the VNA Billerica now has 
an extended coverage which includes home health 
aides and physical and occupational therapy. The 
nursing staff services patients needing care not 
covered by the VNA and is expanding clinic activi- 
ties. The Health Department home care nursing 
program had 114 admissions with 1709 visits in 
1978.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The year 1978 has been the busiest year thus far 
in the history of the Conservation Commission. 
Under the Wetlands Protection Act, (Mass. G. L. 
Ch. 131, Sec. 40) the Commission received and 
processed 15 new filings for Orders of Conditions 
(permits). Of the 15, two Orders of Conditions 
were appealed to the state for final decision. One 
Order, issued in 1976, was modified due to changes 
in plans and numerous determinations, permit 
extensions, Certificates of Compliance, Cease and 
Desist Orders and requests for compliance were 
issued during the year. The Commission is currently 
monitoring a total of 74 active Orders of Conditions 
for projects which contain wetlands. 


The three court cases for illegal filling and dumping 
being prosecuted in conjunction with the Board of 
Health and Building Department which were re- 
ported in the 1977 annual report are still pending. 


As for projects, the Nutting Lake Water Quality 
Restoration Project is by far the largest project for 
this year and will probably remain so for the next 
three years. It is this project which is primarily res- 
ponsible for the greatly increased workload of the 
Commission. 


Several changes have been made in the scope of 
work for the project, the major change being the 
amount of sediment to be dredged from the lake 
bottom. The original proposal called for the remo- 
val of approximately 212,000 cubic yards of sedi- 
ment which would be removed over the course of 
2.5 years. Upon further study of the lake in 1977 
by the project consultants, it was recommended 
that the scope of the dredging be increased to re- 
move 360,000 cubic yards of sediment. 


A joint meeting was held between the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (E.P.A.), the Billerica 
Conservation Commission, Mass. Division of Water 
Pollution Control (D.W.P.C.) and the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission (N.M.A.C.). The deci- 
sion was made to increase the dredging as recom- 
mended. 


Due to the increase in dredging, several changes had 
to be made. First, the time period of the project 
increased from 2.5 years to 3.3 years. This made it 
economically unfeasable to rent the dredge and 
equipment as originally planned, which made pur- 
chasing the equipment necessary. Since the dredging 
is the major part of the project, the project cost 
drastically increased. Fortunately for Billerica, the 
Commission was able to obtain an increase in the 
Federal and State funding and no additional funds 
were necessary from the Town. The Federal share 
was increased $75,000 bringing the total to Federal 
share to $241,000. The State share was increased 
some $162,000 for a total State share of $237,000. 
The only increase for the Town share was $39,000, 
in “services in-kind” representing the labor for the 
additional year. This all brings the total project cost 
from the original $332,000 to $640,000. The reason 
for the great increase in the state share was due to 
the much higher than expected cost of constructing 
the dredged spoil disposal area. 


Due to delays on the state level in awarding a con- 
tract for the construction of the dredged material 
containment area, the construction, which was 
planned to have started in April, did not begin until 
June. The delay at one point nearly caused the 
project to be set back a full year, however, with 
the help of Representative Mike Rea, the red tape 
was untangled and dredging was allowed to begin 
this year. 


Being able to start dredging this year was most 
fortunate since this allowed a three month shake- 
down period to try out the MUDCAT dredge, 
served as a good training period for the crew and 
allowed time to work any bugs out of the opera- 
tion. As it turned out the MUDCAT was returned 
to the factory for repair of a defect in September 
and the Commission is most pleased with the fast 
service and good warranty coverage.

At the close of dredging in November, approxi- 
mately 6000 cubic yards of sediment have been 
removed. Dredging will resume in April of 1979, as 
soon as the ice is off the lake. 


Even with the great amount of time and work 
related to the lake project, the Commission was able 
to accomplish a great deal on other projects. 


The Conservation and Open Space plan which was 
nearly two years in the making was completed in 
January of 1979 and was accepted by the State 
Division of Conservation Services in June. This 
now qualifies the Town for State Self Help and 
Federal Bureau of Outdoor Recreation funds for 
Conservation land acquisitions. 


The first application for Self Help Funds for the 
purchase of the Pearl Road Conservation Land at 
Nutting Lake was successful and a check for $3,750 
was received from the State in October of 1978 
representing 50% of the purchase cost of the 12 
acre site. 


In an effort to preserve a large tract of wetlands 
and to concentrate effort into other sections of 
town, the Commission received the approval of 
Town Meeting to purchase a tract of 59 acres of 
land in North Billerica off Treble Cove Road. The 
land contains 4 acres of dry land and the remainder 
is wetlands. The area serves to protect our water 
supply, protects flood plain, is excellent wildlife 
habitat, and will be available for passive recreational 
use. This land acts as a large flood storage area and 
development would surely have been a burden to 
the town. Purchase of the land will be completed 
in January of 1979 and an application for 50% of 
the purchase price through Self Help Program has 
been submitted to the State. 


The Commission in preparing for the future man- 
agement of Nutting Lake, submitted an application 
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for HUD Community Development Block Grant 
funds to construct a new Town Beach, restore the 
existing small Clifton Street Beach and develop a 
park on the Pearl Road Conservation Land. The 
program funds 100% of the cost which was estima- 
ted at $240,000, however, the project was not 
accepted for this year. 


During the summer of 1978, several students from 
the High School under the Youth Corp. program 
headed by Michael Ouelette of the School Depart- 
ment, worked with the Conservation Commission 
staff on the conservation lands. The students cut 
a hiking trail 3/4 mile long on the Pearl Road Con- 
servation Land, cut a trail and cleaned up the 
Marshall Orchard land in East Billerica and cut 
trails and cleared the site of the equipment storage 
area on the Conservation Land for the Nutting Lake 
Project. Our thanks to Mr. Ouelette and the boys 
for a job well done. 


In August of 1978, the Commission began looking 
into the participation in the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Services (S.C.S.) Natural Resources Planning 
Program. 


The Commission held a meeting with representa- 
tives from S.C.S. to explain the program and its 
benefits which are many. Plans are being made at 
present to begin the program in the Spring of 1979. 


Due to the greatly increased workload on the 
Commission this year, the Commission found it 
necessary to hire an assistant to the Environmental 
Affairs Investigator through the CETA Program. 
Through the program the Commission was fortun- 
ate to hire Michael Medeiros, who has been assisting 
in all projects of the Commission and is working on 
a booklet which will contain maps and information 
on all the Town Forests, parks, conservation lands 
and State Forests within the Town. This booklet 
will be available in early 1979. 


The meetings of the Commission are held on the 
2nd and 4th Wednesdays of each month in the 
Town Hall at 8 P.M. and all are welcome to attend.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Commission ran the 8 week 
Summer Program at 8 playgrounds, Monday through 
Friday, from 9:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. We had a large 
turnout of children, handling over 1000 children 
per week. Instructors are at each park to supervise 
and instruct the children. We have an inter-park 
league for Midgets, Juniors and Seniors in baseball 
and the same for Girls softball. Each team plays a 
home and home schedule. We also supply coloring 
books, checkers, crayons, horseshoes, playground 
balls and Arts & Crafts material for the children 
that are not interested in playing ball. Two Arts & 
Crafts instructors cover all the playgrounds con- 
ducting classes for the younger children. 


Tennis classes are held at five different locations, 
Monday through Friday, from 9:00 A.M. to 3:00 
P.M. for an 8 week period. These classes are for 
children. 


Special events during the summer are: The Child- 
ren’s Outdoor Theatre, Fun-Fair Day, Swim Meet, 
Track Meet, Red Sox Game, Youth Day and each 
park has a Pet Show, Bike Races, Doll Show and 
Parade, and Tract events. 


Evening summer recreation has Soccer, Basketball, 
Tennis and Softball. 


There is a 6 week summer program for Exceptional 
Children with 35 children attending. These children 
enjoy films, weekly field trips, playground activities 
and a cook-out at the end of the season. This pro- 
gram receives a 50% re-imbursement from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


In winter, a 15 week Saturday program is run in 
6 school gymnasiums. This program runs from 
9:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. for school age children. 
Various games are played, such as: Basketball, 
Floor Hockey, Boxing, Checkers, Volleyball, 
Kick Ball, etc. The PAL Basketball program runs 
three nights per week and on Saturdays. 


We also run a 15 week Baton Twirling program on 
Saturday mornings. This is very popular with the 
Girls. 


The Commission also runs evening programs for 
adults. There is a Basketball league, a Volleyball 
league, Tennis two nights each week and a Woman’s 
Slimnastic and recreation program. 


One of the most popular programs is the childrens 
Bowling program. This is held at the Collins Bowla- 
drome, from 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. for 15 
Saturdays. The boys bowl in the morning and the 
girls bowl in the afternoon. We also run 4 hours on 
Saturday Mornings to handle all the children that 
wish to bowl.

The Recreation Department handles over 2000 
children per year in all of the total programs.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMITTEE 


During the year, water mains were installed on the 
following streets: Billerica Avenue, 2,400 feet of 
12 inch main, beginning at Mt. Pleasant Street; 
Pond Street approximately 800 feet of 12 inch main 
beginning at Salem Road and on Birch Street an 
eight inch main. 


The water distribution system was tested by the 
Insurance Service Office. This organization is the 
successor to the New England Fire Rating Associa- 
tion, and formulates rules, rates, procedures, and 
forms for the Insurance Industry serving Massachu- 
setts. The rating was changed from a grade C to a 
grade B. The rating is based on many factors, 
including water system pressure, supply and main- 
tenance; highway design and maintenance, including 
snow removal; building department code enforce- 
ments; and last but not least, the fire department 
facilities, equipment and training. The new rate 
should amount to a $4.00 to $7.00 reduction in 


the yearly cost of a typical homeowner’s insurance 
policy. 

Approximately eighty hydrants were repaired or 
replaced. 


The Engineering Department continued to accumu- 
late and file drawings and plans on the location of 
water mains. Many gates and services were located 
in the field, tie measurements were made, and the 
data recorded as field notes by the crew working 
on the CETA Program. The water department now 
has a plan file, many of the records have been dup- 
licated, and a copy has been provided for their use. 


We still have a number of streets that do not have 
water mains, and some of the street have old or 
undersize mains. We maintain a file of requests for 
water service and are giving first consideration to 
those with the greatest need. In the areas with low 
pressure, we either replace the old main or, if the 
existing main is in good condition, we reinforce it 
with a larger main. The results of the above-men- 
tioned tests indicate that the area in West Billerica 
by Nashua and Rangeway Roads, and the area by 
Billerica Ave., and tying the Mt. Pleasant St. end 
The Nashua and Rangeway Road area will be 
improved by the completion of the 12 inch loop 
on Sterling Road and the 16 inch main loop on 
Rangeway Road. The Billerica Avenue area will 
be improved by continuing the 12 inch main on 
Billerica Ave., and tieing the Mt. Pleasant St. end 
of the new main to the force main on Boston Road. 


In the master plan it was proposed that the present 
10-inch line between Boston Road and High Street 
be cleaned and lined to increase the flow and im- 
prove water quality. Sections of the pipe have 
been removed, inspected and found to be in poor 
condition. We now recommend replacement, and 
propose to include it in our next extension pro- 
gram. The rest of the Billerica Ave. installation will 
serve an undeveloped area, and we are looking for 
some financial assistance from those who would 
benefit in the future from this installation. 


The treatment plant is capable of processing more 
water than can be obtained from the Concord 
River during the periods of low flow, based on the 
historical flow data for the river. Our Consultants 
found that there were two solutions to this pro- 
blem: The first, and least expensive scheme, was to 
take water from the Concord River and store it in 
a reservoir for use during periods of low flow. This 
project has been abandoned, and the town should 
now consider the second solution which would 
take water from the Merrimack River. Water ration- 
ing has never been popular in Billerica, so it is im- 
portant to formulate plans for the near future.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


During 1978 construction was completed on the 
Shawsheen River Sewage Pumping Station and 
about 22 miles of gravity and force main sewers. 
This work was designated as Contract Nos. 16 
through 20-B inclusive, and all facilities are now 
in service. Construction costs totalled $7,295,954. 


Final planning is about complete on a smaller con- 
struction project to be designated as Contract No. 
22, which will connect the Boston & Maine’s Iron 
Horse Park to the Town system, and will also pro- 
vide sewer service to sections of Wyman Road, 
Shawsheen Road and Shalloo Road. It is-expected 
that this work will be advertised for bids in early 
1979. 


An application has been submitted for a Federal 
grant to pay 75 percent of the cost of a compre- 
hensive Facility Plan for upgrading and enlarging 
the Wastewater Treatment Plant, and for studying 
the need to extend the sewage collection system to 
all remaining unsewered parts of the town. The 
Facility Plan study includes an infiltration/inflow 
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analysis of the existing sewer system. The EPA has 
given advance approval to begin work on this por- 
tion of the study and work did commence during 
1978. It is anticipated that the official grant offer 
will be made in early 1979. 


During the year the Board reviewed and approved 
several projects for sewer construction by private 
developers in residential areas. 


During the year the following number of properties 
were connected to the sewer system: 


430 applications were received to tie into the Town 
sewer system, of these 353 were residential dwell- 
ings and 8 businesses; 31 new homes; 5-24 unit 
apartments; 3 new industries and 2 additions to 
industries; 2 shopping malls consisting of DeMoulas 
(19 stores); Treble Cove Plaza (8 stores); plus the 
Elks Hall. 


The Board met bi-monthly during the year to 
conduct its routine business of operating and main- 
taining a rapidly expanding sewerage system. The 
Board also attended many special meetings with 
other Town Boards and Committees and with State 
and Federal authorities on matters relating to the 
sewer system operation and development. 


The Board expresses its appreciation for the co- 
operation and assistance received from other Town 
Boards and Committees during the year.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Water Treatment 


Total water treated for the year 1978 was 
1,283,123,000 gallons. The peak month was July 
when we treated 172,347,000 gallons. The peak 
week was July 7-13th when we treated 47,760,000 
gallons. The peak day was July 13th, when we 
treated 7,417,000 gallons. 


There were approximately 112 new water services 
installed this year. This now gives a total of 10,072 
water accounts. 


General Maintenance 


The Water Maintenance Department removed, 
repaired, replaced and calibrated water meters, 
repaired old service connections, turned on and off 
for summer residents, repaired 17 broken mains, 
46 service leaks, repaired or replaced 89 hydrants, 
and thawed 34 frozen services. The Water Depart- 
ment also lowered 13 water services. 


Sewerage Treatment 


The total raw sewerage flow received at the Letch- 
worth Avenue Treatment Facility for the year 
1978 was 651 million gallons, an increase of 11% 
over 1977. This averaged 1.78 million gallons per 
day. 


The Billerica Homes Wastewater Treatment Plant 
located at Wyman Road received a total flow of 11 
million gallons through August at which time the 
plant was closed and disassembled. This was an 
average of 50,000 gallons per day, an increase of 
14% over 1977. 


The Brown Street Pumping Station was put on line 
in August and received a total flow of 6.1 million 
gallons. This was an average of 50,000 gallons per 
day. 
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TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department removed 135 dead or dying 
shade trees this year, 48 of the trees were elm trees 
which were infected with Dutch Elm disease. This 
does not mean there is a decrease in the disease. 


Brush was cut wherever necessary. Poison Ivy was 
sprayed during the summer months. Spraying was 
also done for tick control. 


Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
grass cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons and 
the football field; also cleaning up of litter from 
the above-mentioned areas. The Park Department 
also lined the football field throughout the season 
for Pop Warner. The Park Department is in the 
process of coordinating with the Young Womans 
Club, a toddler playground at Lampson Field. 


The Tree Department was also involved in cooper- 
ation with the Highway Department and Engineer- 
ing Department in the clearing of approximately 
10 acres of land for drain easements. The Tree 
Department has started removing trees for the 
widening of Allen Road. The State will reimburse 
the Town for all tree work that the Tree Depart- 
ment will be doing along Allen Road.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


| submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


First | would like to point out that this report once 
again includes a census tally of students as of 
January 1, 1978 as specified under the new legisla- 
tion. Previous reports carried census figures as of 
October first. 


Census is a major part of this report as it has been 
for many years. The change is in direction. Billerica 
has begun to show reduction in the number of 
students. This reduction takes place each month. 
For example during the month of December 1978 
the census dropped twenty five pupils. 


As the census drops there will be changes in the 
Billerica Public Schools. The biggest changes will 
take place in the number of personnel and reduc- 
tions in services. Down the road there will be 
closing of schools and the emotional tug of war 
which has already taken place in many of our 
neighboring communities. 


While reductions are forecast, class size will continue 
to be above the norm. Predictions on September 
1979 still show some classrooms with thirty pupils. 
With Kindergarten classes still not in the neighbor- 
hood schools and a large number of sub-standard 
classrooms still in use, it will be a few more years 
before we are closing schools in any large scale 
manner. 


In 1977 the reduction of personnel only involved 
one kindergarten teacher, this was much higher in 
1978. Four kindergarten, one nurse, and two 
custodial positions were eliminated in the consoli- 
dation of all kindergarten classes into the Howe 
Building from the remote locations of the year 
before. 


The Pollard School was closed at the completion of 
the 1977-1978 school year. While space is still at 
a premium in our elementary schools, the extremely 
high cost of maintenance caused us to vacate the 
Pollard and by moving Grade 9 into the Memorial 
Building we were able to free up the Howe Building 
for Kindergarten and the Pollard School pupils. We 
reduced the Pollard to five classrooms and 
eliminated a teaching position as a result. On the 
final day of school, proper ceremonies were held 
to say goodbye to the Pollard Elementary School 
which had served Billerica since 1896. 


In another move to reduce spending, ‘Summer 
School grades 9—12 was eliminated and Shaw- 
sheen Valley Technical School incorporated the 
students into its program. Budget preparations 
for 1979—80 conducted during 1978 give evidence 
of further reductions of staff and services in an 
attempt to hold school budgets in tow from the 
inflationary pressures which constantly exist. 


Many activities highlighted the year. In our 
Elementary grades a thrust was given to encourage 
the gifted and talented pupils by the start of Project 
Enterprise. This program is an attempt to expand 
an enrichment program started a few years ago at 
the Hajjar Elementary School. Soon a decision will 
be made as to the model to be incorporated into 
the Billerica Public Schools. 


The Forsyth Dental Program entered its second year 
and was introduced into the Middle Schools at 
Grade 6. This Program continues to show the most 
economical way to reduce tooth decay by the use 
of school lunch change, use of sealants, and proper 
dental care. The program will be in operation for 
One more year and we anxiously await the results. 


In our Middle Schools we also took part ina program 
with Shawsheen Vocational and Technical High 
School called Project Option. A federally funded 
program, its purpose is to reduce the influence of 
sex biases in a student’s choice of career. Parents, 
students, and staff have been involved. 


The main item of discussion and interest during 
1978 has been Minimum Competency: the idea 
that all students must meet a certain minimum 
standard of achievement in reading, writing, and 
mathematics as well as listening and speaking 
skills. The State Board of Education regulated a 
program which must be implemented for the 
1980—81 school year at early elementary, middle 


-elementary and early high school levels. The 


State Board has not tied the minimum standards 
to a high school diploma as has been done in 
many states. The setting of standards will be the 
option of local school systems. 


As the year ended a new governor was elected and 
he has proposed many restrictions on municipal 
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spending. How this will reflect in education in 
1979 has yet to be determined but as we all know, 
we are all effected by the environment in which we 
Operate. 


We lost many dedicated members of the Billerica 
Public School system during the year. Frank Bowie, 
Assistant Rink Manager, and Dorothy Gaston, 
school nurse, passed away. We lost two outstanding 
teachers in Mary Wood at the Ditson and Mildred 
Bohannon of the Parker during 1978. 


Another loss for the Billerica Public Schools was the 
resignation of Mr. Howard R. Goodrow, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, who left to accept the 
position of Superintendent of Schools in Wood- 
stock, Vermont. Howard was loved and respected 
by all of us and while we miss him, we wish him 
the best in his new position. 


In turn we welcome Mr. Edward A. Kazanjian, Jr., 
who has taken Mr. Goodrow’s place. Mr. Kazanjian 
comes to Billerica after outstanding work in 
Framingham and Brookline Public Schools and we 
look forward to having him with us. 


Two of our administrators were honored by Lowell 
University of their outstanding efforts in public 
education. Mrs. Elizabeth Johnson, Music Coordi- 
nator, and Dr. Elizabeth McCarthy, Principal, Dutile 
Elementary School, were presented placques at a 
special ceremony at the University. 


We lost the services of some excellent staff with 
the retirements of Mrs. Shirley Cowdrey, Principal 
of the Vining Elementary Schools, Mrs. Marge 
Cooney, Mrs. Rita Foley and Mrs. Veronica 
Dawson. They will be difficult to replace. 


As we face 1979 we see a year concerned with the 
tremendous pressures produced by mounting 
inflation and increased taxes. As our enrollments 
decline and personnel and services are reduced, 
the emotional strains will be constant. Our atten- 
tion will be directed to a program of testing and 
remedial work in the areas of reading, writing and 
mathematics. As usual the year will be of interest 
to all the citizens. 


We want to thank all of those people and town 
agencies which were most helpful during the year. 
The cooperation we receive from all town depart- 
ments is exceptional and for this we are grateful.

In 1978, the Regional School Committee finally 
resolved the court suit related to a prior budget 
cut, to its satisfaction and the satisfaction of all 
five towns. This summary judgment determined 
by the courts ruled in favor of the school commit- 
tee’s right to regain the cut of $503,000. Fortun- 
ately, by the time of its final resolution a steady 
flow of unanticipated state reimbursements offset 
most of this amount. The School Committee then 
decided to return proportionate shares to each 
town based upon the charter agreement and to 
deduct only sufficient funds to pay the final bill 
for all legal and court costs. Hopefully, better 
understanding of the budget, especially by finance 
committees, will prevent such haphazard, illegal 
cuts in the future. The proper forum to discuss 
and change the fiscal autonomy of school commit- 
tees is in the legislature - not in the courts. 


The School Committee in long hours of deliberation 
on contract negotiations and all other areas of 
major budget impact have made every effort to 
continue profitable, educational experiences for 
our students and, at the same time, to retain proper 
sensitivity to all residents who assist in the pay- 
ment of our bills through real estate taxation. The 
projected budget, (for the next fiscal year) soon to 
go before a public hearing, has had much thought 
and consideration related to both education and 
finances. As the Committee closed this chapter 
related to this budget cutting, it was their hope 
that a renewed spirit of cooperation and account- 
ability would develop as an aftermath of these 
court deliberations. 


The Committee stands ready to reason with any 
and all of its constitutents. Regular, open meetings 
are held on the second and fourth Tuesdays of the 
month. Any person or group, who wishes to appear 
before the committee on any matter, should so in- 
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form the Superintendent-Director or Chairman at 
the 100 Cook Street, Billerica address of the 
school where all meetings are held. More responsive 
attendance and interest by residents at the commit- 
tee meetings would also assist town meetings in 
deliberating budgetary decisions. 


In addition, the Committee met with the Chairman 
and Superintendent of each of the five towns within 
the district to discuss matters of mutual concern. 
One of the main issues discussed was the adapta- 
tion of the current admissions process based on 
the input of the five superintendents. The Commit- 
tee then asked the administration to reflect on this 
input and to recommend changes in the process. 
Bruce Perkins, Guidance Director, very capably 
handled this responsibility and the Committee is 
appreciative of his efforts in satisfying the needs 
of this delicate area of admissions. The Committee 
has made every effort to be sensitive to the 
thoughts of the administrators of the five towns 
and feels that the efforts in developing this new 
policy on admissions is proof of this fact. 


Now that Shawsheen Tech has achieved its full 
enrollment of 1,600 full time day students, efforts 
on increased vocational and occupational education 
within the five town districts must be increased by 
the Area Coordinator so as to satisfy all students in 
need of such training. Mr. John McDermott has 
done an excellent job in bringing new skill programs 
to the area high schools, in broadening his interest 
in career education and exploratory programs at 
lower grade levels, in achieving a healthier relation- 
ship with the industrial and business community, 
and in working closely with individual coordinators 
from the local school districts on proposals for 
state and federal funding of pertinent projects. 
Since the Committee and administration are not 
able to admit more students, this relationship of 
the Area Coordinator with the five towns has 
grown in importance. 


The Committee has earnestly sought a_ higher 
degree of awareness to fiscal responsibility in 
attention to budget allocations and preparation of 
budgets. These efforts are shown in a preliminary 
budget, which will again be reviewed at a public 
hearing in early January, 1979, that shows an 
increase of 1.5 per cent at this time. This will mean, 
all things being equal, a reduction in the assessments 
to the five towns. With all major employee units 
already under the provisions of negotiated contracts 
for one more year, these preliminary figures will 
not change a great deal. At this time, no full time 
positions other than a custodian/driver are antici- 
pated. Continued maximum funding of all programs 
by the state will be earnestly sought. 


This budget will allow the Committee to operate a 
facility with quality programs in all needed and 
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mandated areas at the lowest possible cost to the 
taxpayer. The history of placement of graduates 
on jobs in their skilled areas proves out to be 
exceptionally good in both quality of skills and 
high degree of placement. The excellence of train- 
ing speaks for itself in the capability of our grad- 
uates. Continued financial assistance from residents 
and taxpayers will support these fully expanded 
programs. This year the achievements of many 
individual students in contests and displays as 
well as the records of several athletic teams have 
given Shawsheen Tech a truly unified school spirit. 
Students from five towns have blended together 
well. The School Committee is hopeful that this 
fine school spirit will continue to grow responsibly 
as traditions are built here at Shawsheen Tech.

Superintendent-Director’s Report: 


Results of a recent survey have shown that approxi- 
mately 80% of all jobs do not require a college 
degree. This, combined with the mounting costs of 
a college education, necessitates many to consider 
alternative forms of education. Here at Shawsheen, 
favorable comments concerning the operation of the 
school, as well as the excellent placement record of 
graduates, reflects continued strong interest by 
applicants for this school. 


This year has seen a growth in programs in the area 
of special needs in compliance with Chapter 766 
under the direction of Kevin Dwyer, Special Needs 
Coordinator. In addition, more and more female 
students are enrolling in courses formerly considered 
for males only. We have made every effort to en- 
courage these students to consider areas such as 
electronics, drafting, graphic arts, machine shop, 
etc., where opportunities for employment are 
excellent. This, as well as publicizing these various 
programs, results in our complying with the state 
law Chapter 622 and federal law Title IX, both 
concerned with equal rights for all. 


Admissions 


The admissions policy has been modified after 
consultation with representatives of the five towns. 
The new procedure insures a cross section of the 
population being accepted.

Exploratory - Ninth Grade 


All students, including those with special needs, 
circulate among eight to ten different shops in 
four week cycles in order to give instructors an 
opportunity to evaluate their performance. At the 
conclusion of the ninth grade, students are assigned 
to a shop program which continues through the 
senior year. During twelfth grade, students doing 
satisfactory work, depending on job availability, 
are placed on a co-op plan where they work in 
industry on alternate weeks that they normally 
would be in shop.

Afternoon Skill Training Program 


Because we cannot accommodate all those who 
apply, the supplemental program has been contin- 
ued making it possible for an additional 308 stu- 
dents to enroll in the shop programs from 2:30 - 
5:00 P.M. every day. This, combined with an 
academic program at their local school prior to 
2:30 gives all these students a well rounded 
education. 


Summer Program 


In line with the objective of maximum utilization 
of our facility, the summer school program was 
again held this year for a six week period during 
July and August. This program made it possible for 
all five towns to combine their make-up courses 
here at Shawsheen as well as give other students an 
opportunity to develop skills in various areas. A 
total of 1,083 students attended the summer 
program. 


Evening School 


Evening School continues to be a very popular 
Operation with some fifty programs serving 1,325 
adults. These programs operate weekly,» Monday 
through Thursday, from 7 - 10 P.M. during the 
period October through April. 


Special Needs 


The special needs program serves 213 students. 
Teachers, specially skilled in this area supervise 
the mainstreaming of students into the curriculum 
as much as possible. With the assistance of federal 
funds, two programs were developed which include 
building maintenance and vocational aides. The 
purpose is to provide students with moderate 
special needs appropriate vocational training.

Area Coordinator 


Area Coordinator, John McDermott, whose respon- 
sibility is to assist the five towns in developing skill 
training programs within their own facilities, has 
made excellent progress during this year. In the 
early part of 1978 arrangements were made for an 
electronic assembly program to be conducted by 
industrial arts teachers. This was initially done at 
Burlington and Billerica High Schools and this fall 
it is expected to expand to the remaining three 
towns. Some thirty electronic companies in this 
area have cooperated in developing the skill training 
program and making it possible for every student 
who satisfactorily completes the program to be 
employed by local industry. A second program, 
beginning this fall is for high school seniors inter- 
ested in working in the various phases of the ap- 
parel industry. It is expected that this breakthrough 
for students in this area will provide excellent 
employment opportunities. Project OPTION, which 
is state funded, has been under way this year with 
concentration in the middle schools of the towns. 
The purpose is to work with parents and female 
students in helping to make career choices in non- 
traditional and sex sterotyped occupations. 


Student Activities 


Awards have been received for participation in the 
Massachusetts Department of Agriculture Show, 
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Burlington Mall; Grand Prize in contest sponsored 
by Frozen Food Association of New England; 
Massachusetts State Council of Carpenters poster 
design contest won by Debbie Gerry, Commercial 
Art Senior; First Prize for Bread and Bakery Pro- 
ducts Division, Food Service Extension Show; 
Annual Voc-Tech Show, Burlington Mall, First 
Prize, Electrical Department, Second Prize, Main- 
tenance Mechanics; National Scholastic Contest, 
Dan Williams, Jr., Billerica, Honorable Mention; 
Richard Tucker, Tewksbury, achieved national 
recognition for his Anti-Smoking Poster which 
was acknowledged by HEW in Washington, D.C., 
and featured in the national magazine, American 
Education. Vocational Industrial Clubs of America 
(VICA) which is now in its second year has grown 
to be the largest chapter in the state. This year has 
seen the finalizing of the house building in Bedford 
and start of a new Word Processing Program in 
conjunction with the Air Force Command in 
Hanscom Field who supplied all special equipment. 
This has made it possible for our students to be 
trained in this type of work using unclassified 
materials supplied by Hanscom. 


Sports 


Sports program continues to be a very strong 
activity here at Shawsheen. This year outstanding 
features have been the Hockey team winning first 
place in the Commonwealth Conference and enter- 
ing the State Tournament losing in the second 
round. Football ‘78 saw the Rams top the league 
for the first time winning eligibility for the Super- 
bowl. Girls Track also won the championship in 
their competition. 


Graduation 


The Class of 1978 graduated on June 11 with some 
320 seniors receiving diplomas.
